Council votes to transfer funds for traffic 
modifications at Granger School

Agawam Town Council voted unanimously 
September 17th to transfer $19,900 from the Reserve 
Fund to Granger School traffic modifications during its 
regular meeting. 

Put on the agenda by Mayor Richard A. Cohen, the 
transferred funds will be used to make the Granger 
School area safer by adding flashing lights at the 
crosswalk and other improvements. 

The request came after an accident involving two 
young children. 

Councilor John Negrucci said the modifications are 
long overdue. 

“Two years ago when I was on the Council, I had 
questions about Granger School being in a dangerous 
zone,” he said. “I went to Senator Linda Melconian s 
office and spoke to Rosemary Sandlin and had a 
meeting with people from Boston.” 

Negrucci said he was told that, yes, there were 
safety concerns, but the state couldn’t help and he 
should go to the town. 

Negrucci said he then met with Police Chief Robert 
Campbell who agreed to check speeds along that 
road with radar and write tickets. Negrucci said that 


worked for a while, but people sped up again when the 
police weren’t present. 

"Two young children had to get hit by a car and we’re 
getting flashing lights, which is great, but there are 
other areas in town that are unsafe. What do we have 
to do? Wait until someone gets hit at Phelps or Perry 
Lane Park?" Negrucci asked. 

Councilor Robert Rossi, although he supported 
improvements and the funds transfer, expressed con¬ 
cerns about the future of that area. 

“I’m looking at the plans and I’m somewhat troubled 
that I don’t see anything on the actual streets them¬ 
selves," Rossi said. "Flashing lights, I think, are very 
effective. But my knowledge of that area is that the 
road is inadequate and people drive in the break¬ 
down lanes. 

“There are a lot of different, confusing patterns and 
I don’t see that addressed here. I’m concerned that 
we’ll spend $19,000 and find out we have to rip it up 
to widen the road.” 

Councilor George Bitzas said he was in favor of the 
transfer because it was good for "the safety of the chil¬ 
dren."

City Councilor responds to 
Special Education Director 

To the Editor: 

Having been a volunteer in Agawam Special 
Education for many years, I have long been dismayed 
by the ease with which we deport our Special 
Education students out of town. 

Not only are we losing the magic and inspiration 
these children and young adults are capable of gen¬ 
erating, we are adding to the burden they and their 
families are already carrying. Furthermore, we are 
squandering valuable and limited resources to do so. 
It is a lose-lose proposition. 

Mr. Ponti, the Special Education Director, gave a 
long and well-written explanation of the current state 
of affairs in last week’s AAN, but the bottom line still is 
that students once educated in town are being told 
they have to travel on a school bus for up to an hour 
if they want their education. 

For example, a special education class which was 
at Granger two yeas ago was moved to West 
Springfield last year and this year to Wilbraham. 
Agawam students once in Agawam are now bussed 
to Wilbraham and £ast Longmeadow. This is surely a 
sad commentary on our ability and commitment to 
protect and educate our own. 

I believe Mr. Ponti supports educating children in 
town, but he alone cannot make it happen. His loyalty 
to the Mayor in responding to Ms. Land’s earlier letter 
(who protested the bussing referred to above) may be 
commendable, but the Mayor, as head of the govern¬ 
ment, preparer of the budget, and chairperson of the 
School Committee, has to be the one accountable. 

What is the Mayor’s explanation why children once 
educated in Agawam are now bussed to Wilbraham 
and East Longmeadow? Whose watch is it, if not his?

Let’s get the facts straight 
about the full-time ambulance 

To the Editor: 

There was an article written by Hope Murray on the 
front page of the September 6, 2001 issue of The 
Agawam Advertiser News. The article is about 
Councilor George Bitzas’ resolution to support a full¬ 
time ambulance in Feeding Hills. George said his 
motives for the resolution “are not political, despite the 
upcoming election.” Several of the councilors ques¬ 
tioned this resolution. 

Councilor Rossi and Councilor Perry have been 
supporting an AMBULANCE in Feeding Hills for 
years. As a matter of fact, Councilor Perry said, “I’ve 
been fighting for six years to get an ambulance in 
Feeding Hills.” Councilor Bitzas said that he’s been “in 
support of an ambulance in Feeding Hills for 12 
years.” The ambulance has only been gone from 
Feeding Hills for six years. 

Councilor Rossi said, “I’ve been to subcommittee 
meetings and budget meetings, and we have been

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asking - we’ve been begging - for an ambulance serv¬ 
ice. We’ve been looking for support and haven’t found 
anyone to support it " Councilor Morassi said, “I’m vot¬ 
ing in favor of it - but it’s one of the most bizarre reso¬ 
lutions I’ve ever seen." Councilor Bonavita asked 
Councilor Bitzas to share his ideas with the council, 
since the biggest issues in having a full-time ambu¬ 
lance in Feeding Hills have been staffing and lack of 
funding for manpower. Councilor Bitzas did not share 
those ideas. 

George Bitzas stated that he’s presented his ideas 
to the Fire Chief and the Firefighters’ Union, and is 
working with them and the Mayor to find funding and 
personnel. I will say that George Bitzas has not 
talked to the Firefighters’ Union and has not present¬ 
ed his ideas to us as he has stated. 

George also spoke at the Agawam Republican 
Town Committee Breakfast (September 8th) and told 
all in attendance that all firefighters are EMTs or para¬ 
medics. This is also not true. Sixteen of our members 
are not EMTs or paramedics on the Fire Department. 

I am not sure whom George is talking to. but it is def¬ 
initely not the Firefighters’ Union Officers or negotiat¬ 
ing committee members. 

I will tell you this; if there is an ambulance in 
Feeding Hills in the very near future, it is not because 
of the resolution from George Bitzas. It will be from 
the hard work and homework that the negotiating 
committee has been doing with the town. We have 
been negotiating since last year. The committee is 
committed to making this a reality for the people of 
Feeding Hills. 

As I said in the past, an ambulance in Feeding Hills 
does not help the Union in any way, but only to help 
us do a better job in serving the people of the town. 
Seven or eight fewer minutes could save a life. This is 
why we need a full-time ambulance in Feeding Hills.

We rely on electricity to do so many things in our 
daily lives, from that first cup of coffee in the morning 
to the nightly news before we go to bed, and countless 
activities in-between. 

To keep you and your family safe from electrical 
fires, the Agawam Fire Department encourages you to 
use the following guidelines:

* Keep appliances clean and lubricated according 
to the manufacturer’s instructions. 

They are 
designed for temporary use only and should be the 
right capacity for the tools or appliances on which they 
are used.

Voices from 
Agawam mingle 
with e-mails from 
NY & the world

About 3,500 people gathered Sunday, September 
16th at Veterans’ Green in Agawam Center for a v igil 
to honor and mourn those lost or left grieving by 
September 11th’s acts of hatred and violence on -he 
World Trade Center and at the Pentagon in 
Washington, D.C. 

In addition to those present, former Agawam resi¬ 
dents reached out to share their experiences from 
New York City. 

Immediately following the attack on the World 
Trade Center, it was impossible to call through to New 
York. Susan McCarthy Crawford called her mother in 
Feeding Hills to let her know that grandson 
Christopher and she had not been harmed by the 
attacks. 

Crawford, a graduate of Agawam High School, nad 
earned a master’s in business administration while liv¬ 
ing in the Big Apple and working as a consultant to 
nonprofit organizations. 

Of the Tuesday, September 11th attacks and the 
aftermath, she said, “I have lived in New York since 
January 1971, a full 30 years. On Thursday two c ays 
after the attack, the city was opened from below 1 4th 
Street to Canal Street, which had been closed since 
Tuesday. One of our friends was having an art exhibit 
opening at a prestigious art gallery and we also had a 
birthday party. 

“People were asking themselves and each other if 
they should attend these and other events and our 
friends voted ‘yes.’ Everyone has been asking. ‘How 
can we help?’ 

“Now we are hearing that officials are begging 
people not to help because there are too many. The 
workers need hard hats and masks. The rescue w ork- 
ers receive thousands of whatever they ask for, ano 
they have even turned people away for blood dona¬ 
tions. My husband (Tad) and I donated changes of 
clothing for the workers. Right now, we need to get out 
and be with people. Everyone we know has decided 
to keep going. Many of us have the resources which 


* When you shop for appliances or tools, look for 
the mark of a recognized testing laboratory (i.e., 
Underwriters Laboratories [UL] or Factory Mutual 
[FM]) on the box or the appliance itself. 

* If an appliance is hot to the touch, sparks, or does 
not operate properly, unplug it immediately and have 
it repaired or replaced.

* On appliances with removable power cords, 
always unplug at the source of power first. 

* Be on the lookout for damaged or frayed cords 
and wires, and replace when necessary. Take care not 
to kink, twist, or cut any cord. 

* If an appliance has a three-prong plug, do not 


* If you are experiencing problems with blown fuses 
or tripped circuit breakers, have a qualified electrician 
check your electrical system. 

If you have an electrical fire, remember you should¬ 
n’t use water to extinguish it. You could receive a 
severe shock. 

If you know the fire’s source is electrical, turn the 
power off or pull the plug. If the fire is small, put it out, 
but be prepared to evacuate the area and call the fire 
department at 911. If you can’t turn the power off, a 
multi-purpose (ABC), dry chemical extinguisher can 
be used. 

As long as it’s used safely, electricity can greatly 
improve the quality of life.

Using his blackberry, a mini, pocket-sized comput¬ 
er, Tim Christian sent these words to his parents on 
September 11th at 10:47 a.m.: “We are ok. Walking 
home. Downtown is wrecked. People everywhere.” 

Another son, Chris Christian, is an attorney in 
Dechert, Washington. The entire family expressed 
relief and thankfulness that they did not com-e to 
harm. 

Another resident of Agawam, James Pirro, an inter¬ 
national sales manager for a company in Connecticut, 
has been deeply touched by the dozens of e-mails 
sent from places all around the world: From Indonesia 
- “We saw the shock images of horror on the TV set.

World Trade Center and the Pentagon! We deeply 
sympathize with you and all Americans, and to all the 
families of the casualties of the recent tragedies...” 
Other e-mails offering similar feelings of outrage and 
sadness came from Kuwait, Thailand, Italy, and 
Yemen. 

Vigils were held all around the country and words 
and prayers brought people closer than ever, united 
by the common theme of justice. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen spoke with passion in his 
voice, asking that we stand together during these dif¬ 
ficult days and during the days to come. 

Chief of Police Robert Campbell pointed out that 
the date, 9/11 is the national symbol for help. “Our 
promise is, ‘You call, we’ll come - unconditionally.’ No 
officer has to run into a disaster area to try to help, but 
that is what they do." 

Fire Chief David Pisano read from an e-mail from 
the president of the International Association of Fire 
Chiefs: “Firefighters are asking if what we do is worth 
it. We all agree it is. It is our job.” 

Pisano asked everyone to pray as they pass a 
police station or a fire station. Reverend James 
Jasmin of Faith Bible Church, 370 Shoemaker Lane, 
Feeding Hills, said, "We are going to need a level 
head and we must unite behind a president who has 
a job to do.” 

All of these Agawam people, those who have 
moved away but think of their parents, family, and

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Disabled Agawam vet 
Frank Mazzai a true giver

When asked about his service rank and any honors 
or medals of distinction, Agawam resident Frank 
Mazzai told us, “All that matters is that a person raised 
their hand to do their duty to the country. Everyone 
serves a purpose in the military.” 
Frank was a “Brightside child” adopted by parents of 
Polish, Irish, and Italian descent and of Roman 
Catholic faith. Frank was an altar boy from fourth 
through 12th grade at St. Bridgett’s Catholic Church in 
Amherst. 

He attended Kellogg Elementary School, later 
transferring to Wildwood Middle School and graduat¬ 
ing from Amherst Regional High School. Amherst 
Regional implemented an experimental education 
system which involved “quads” - four classes opening 
into each other, with each section providing an aspect 
of learning. 

Mazzai felt that living in Amherst contributed to 
more progressive thinking in general (which was help¬ 
ful to overall education) "because of all the colleges, 
which affected the lower grades due to the atmos¬ 
phere of the town.” 

Teaching using “quads” has become integrated 
recently on a national scale, with four grades interact¬ 
ing within the “quads.” When Frank was four, he was 
weeding gardens and loved “getting his hands in the 
soil." His mother’s family was large. 

"My entire family, including cousins, aunts, and 
uncles, helped out on my grandparents’ five acres, 
and in return, we were able to take home our share of 
the produce.” 

His cousins have 300 acres and raise animals. “It’s 
called a ‘Gentleman’s Farm,’ taken care of before and

“The day after my graduation from Amherst 
Regional High School, I was on a plane to basic train¬ 
ing at Fort Bening. I got stationed back here, doing 
prepatorial training to go into the service. This meant I 
was full-time at the University of Massachusetts and 
full-time in the military (Army).” 

Frank held various part-time jobs on top of all that. 
He decided to transfer to the Air Force because he 
was under the impression that this branch was more 
family-oriented, an impression which proved false. 

"All the branches of the military are equal in that 
respect,” Frank learned. 

He constantly traveled “here and there” on missions 
and assignments. 

“My group was known as Eagle Peace Keepers, 
made up of three units. Mine was that of the 12th 
AMU. We were called the Eagle Peace Keepers due to 
the FI5 Eagle which we flew.” 

Frank was a crew chief for all twin-engine jets and 
was trained by the Air Force. 

“We were stationed in Okinawa (Japan) and while I 
was there, I used my free time to work for local print¬ 
ers doing printing and binding. After an unsuccessful 
marriage, I am now very happily married to a wonder- 


pie. 

“The married couples make singles feel at home 
and help with camaraderie and a family-like connec¬ 
tion. You go in, do your job the right way the first time, 
and as soon as it’s down, you wash up and go home. 
Life really is that simple." 

When Flight 007 was shot down over Northern 
Korea, his unit was sent to reinforce the DMZ in 
Korea. 

When Ferdinand and Emilia Marcos were being 
overthrown in the Philippines, Frank was one of the 
many who helped get them out. 

“When Russia had lost a missile over Northern 
Japan, we went to help with the clean-up. Prior to the 
Gulf War, when there were minesweeps, some planes 
were being shot down and we were in the area and 
would search. One of my specialties in the Army was 
‘N.B.C.’ - Nuclear Biological and Chemical 

Decontamination and Plotting. 

“Because of those skills in these incidents, I was 
exposed to biological contamination and radiation, 
which has compromised my health to a deteriorating 
extent; hence, the wheelchair I now use,” said Frank. 

He is breaking down from the inside, all of his joints 
have been affected, and his spine and internal organs 
are deteriorating. He will spend the remainder of his 
life in pain, but he always manages to have a smile on 
his face. He has also surpassed the life expectancy 
projected by the doctors during active duty. 
“I did this for this country, so that our children will have 
a safe place to play and receive an education to pre¬ 
pare them for their future.” 

Frank has been trying to build a playground behind 
his house. “I love children and love to have them visit, 
play, and get help with their homework.” 

Frank is commander for DAV Chapter 8 (Disabled 
American Veterans). He engineers community events 
and has attended many vigils for POWs/MIAs, recent¬ 
ly organizing a vigil that was a “culmination of all the 
different ways vigils I attended had been conducted. I 
presented this vigil in Western Massachusetts to see 
how it would be received. As a result, starting next 
year, we will do a relay marathon beginning here in 
Agawam and ending on the steps of the Governor’s 
office in Boston. 

“Every weekend or on alternate weekends, it will be 
held in a different city or town. We will begin these vig-

An encounter with evil itself... 

September 11. 2001 began like any other day. It 
ended like no other. As America roused itself for just 
another workday, one of the towers of the World Trade 
Center erupted in fire. Some witnesses thought they 
had seen a plane crash into the building. Doubts about 
those reports were erased when, 18 minutes later, a 
second plane deliberately crashed into the other 
tower. 

Reports quickly circulated that it seemed hijacked 
airliners had crashed into the towers. At first consider¬ 
ation, such reports seemed absurd. Why would any¬ 
body think that? Soon enough, though, it became 
apparent that the reports were indeed all too accurate. 
Not only that, but other hijacked planes were flying 
towards other targets, the Pentagon among them. 

The terrorist attacks on that Tuesday shocked peo¬ 
ple all around the world, in ways which no other event 
in memory has. It has been observed that the antici¬ 
pated loss of life from these attacks exceeds the loss 
of life from the Pearl Harbor attack by perhaps as 
much as five to one, or more. Another important dis¬ 
tinction between Pearl Harbor and September 11th is 
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that the Pearl Harbor attack was levied against a mili¬ 
tary installation, not a civilian workplace. 

In this writer's humble opinion, what really set the 
September 11th attacks apart from other historical 
events is that they originated in the heart of evil itself. 
While some well-intentioned people might mistakenly 
blame God, the truth of the matter is that these attacks 
have the devil’s DNA all over them. God loves people, 
while Satan absolutely and bitterly hates each of us. 

The Bible tells us that for God so loved the world 
that He gave His one and only Son, that whoever 
believes in Him shall not perish, but shall have 
eternal life. That is just one of the signs of God’s love 
for us. The Bible also tells us that your enemy the 
devil prowls around like a roaring lion, looking for 
someone to devour. Satan has been our enemy 
since the dawn of human history. In the Book of 
Genesis, God says, “I will put enmity between you 
and the woman, and between your offspring and 
hers.” While this passage is often taken to refer to the 
cosmic fight between Satan and Jesus Christ, it also 
applies to the spiritual war between Satan and people. 

Those who dismiss the idea that Satan was behind 
the awful events of September 11th are left to con¬ 
clude that people, ordinary people like you and me, 
are capable of such monstrosity. Another reason to 
assert that the devil’s DNA is all over the attacks is 
because such an absolutely wretched scheme is 
probably beyond human conception. Such a plot was 
hatched in hell itself. Yes, people ultimately carried it 
out. But isn’t it as plausible to consider that the ulti¬ 
mate sinister, evil force in the world concocted the 
idea of stealing occupied jetliners and crashing them

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into civilian targets, as it would be to think that a bunch 
of religious fanatical people who live in caves 
dreamed it up? The Bible tells us that our struggle is 
not against flesh and blood, but against the rulers, 
against the authorities, against the powers of this 
dark world and against the spiritual forces of evil 
in the spiritual realms. 

To some, it might seem scarier to think that Satan 
caused the tragedies of September 11th, rather than 
simply awful people. After all, Satan is admittedly a 
pretty big enemy. However, we must keep in mind that 
Satan is a defeated foe. Somebody once said, "Every 
time Satan reminds me of my past, I remind him of his 
future.” Satan’s demise is described in Revelation, 
chapter 20. Revelation 20 can be confusing reading, 
indeed; there are lots of ways people interpret it, but 
the part about Satan’s end is clear: And the devil, 
who deceived them, was thrown into the lake of 
burning sulfur, where the beast and the false 
prophet had been thrown. They will be tormented 
day and night for ever and ever. In the end, God 
wins! 

In the meantime, we can take comfort and draw 
strength from the fact that each and every person is 
precious and important to God. We can say this not 
just because we hope it is so, but because God the 
Holy Spirit, through the Scriptures, says so. We must 
never lose sight of this great truth. For I am con¬ 
vinced that neither death nor life, neither angels 
nor demons, neither the present nor the future, 
nor any powers, neither height nor depth, nor any¬ 
thing else in all creation, will be able to separate 
us from the love of God that is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.

Premarital! Agreements 

In recent years, there has been growing interest in 
the use of premarital agreements to plan for marriage, 
and even to plan for death or the contingency of 
divorce in the event that the marriage does not work 
out. Such agreements have been given increased 
recognition by the courts. 

Agreements between persons who are engaged to 
be married have traditionally been called “antenuptial” 
or “prenuptial” agreements in Massachusetts. In 
recent years, there has been a tendency to refer to 
such agreements simply as “ premarital ” agreements. 

It may appear as a matter of first impression that 
premarital planning for the contingency of divorce is 
absurd and contrary to the hope for success which 
most engaged couples bring to their marriage. 
However, a growing number of persons consult attor¬ 
neys with precisely this goal in mind. In many cases, 
this is due to an unhappy prior divorce experience of 
one or both of the contracting parties, who choose to 
believe that in the event their marriage fails, some 
degree of financial premarital planning will mitigate 
the effect of the failure. 

In upholding the enforcement of premarital agree¬ 
ments, the Massachusetts courts have added the 
important qualification that such agreements must be 
fair and reasonable both at the time of execution and 
“at the time of the entry of the judgment nisi."

In Osborne v. Osborne 384 Mass. 591, the 
Supreme Judicial Court concluded that “the antenup¬ 
tial contract is controlling on all claims of the husband, 
and, therefore, we do not reach the questions relating 
to the proper application of G.L. chapter 208, section 
34” (division of marital property).

division and alimony. However, the court will not apply 
a waiver of marital rights in a premarital agreement 
when to do so would itself be unfair. 

Need for Independent Counsel 

An attorney cannot undertake to provide legal rep¬ 
resentation in circumstances where a conflict of inter¬ 
est exists. It is clear that since a premarital agreement 
defines legal rights and liabilities as between parties 
whose financial interests are or may be at some future 
date adverse to each other, that one lawyer cannot 
advise and represent both parties to the agreement. 

Whether the court will enforce, in whole or in part, 
the provisions of a premarital agreement depends in 
part upon the court finding: 

1. the agreement contains fair and reasonable pro¬ 
visions measured at the time of its execution, 

2. the parties were “fully informed” of the other 
party’s worth prior to the agreement, and 

3. the agreement is fair and reasonable at the time 
of the applicable divorce.

My wife, Mary Ellen (Mellon), and I have been 
co-authors of a book about life with our second 
child, Julia Gene.

Chapter Ten: AN INTIMATE 
EVENING TOGETHER (part six) 

Mon. - Day 14: (the day of the memorial service) 

I experienced so many different feelings, especially 
the presence of numbness. While attending other peo¬ 
ple’s wakes, I had experienced the sense of what 
marks proper protocol. But this was not just another 
wake; I was saying good-bye to my own child. I didn’t 
just want to put my best face forward and do the "right” 
thing. 

Julia made a difference in my life in so many ways 
and in the lives’ of so many other people. Her courage 
and strength were with her from the moment of birth 
right through until her death. She was my baby! My 
heart was full of both celebration and heartbreak. 

I was so scared! I think I was scared of the visibili¬ 
ty of both being "me” and being the mother of the 
deceased. I was also scared of being cared for, 
hugged, acknowledged, and loved. 

As friends and family slowly came into Julia’s room, 
it was so comforting to finally have her meet everyone 
and them meet her. Slowly, the fear of being me and 
carrying the role of being the mother of the deceased 


diminished. I moved forward into the relationships 
before me, knowing we were all here to really be with 
one another. 

While Dan stood at the podium sharing the story of 
Julia’s journey, it was so painful to listen to him 
describe our reality. I realized that this was not a 
dream! I remember sitting on the couch in awe of how 
Dan displayed so much strength and courage. His lov¬ 
ing voice captured the power of living that transpired 
during these past two weeks of Julia’s life. As Dan 
began to read Julia’s poem, Bubbles, I cherished the 
opportunity to follow Kevin into Dan’s arms to put my 
arms around him and feel him receive my support. 

* * * 

A special friend, Mary (also expecting her own child 
any day), came to our house about an hour before the 
service began. We had been very connected through¬ 
out the nine months. We worked together, attended 
the same Lamaze class, and socialized at times. I was 
so comforted to see her at my front door. She was a 
friend of Julia’s. 

Her visit was her way of connecting with us, since 
she wouldn’t be attending the service. She brought 
along with her a most precious gift - a bunch of perfect 
pink roses, just cut from her father’s rose garden. They 
were presented to us in a large, tarnished, and dent¬ 
ed double-broiler pot. The flowers remained in that pot 
as I placed them on their own pedestal stand at the 
head of Julia’s casket for all to enjoy. The pot was a 
perfect symbol of “real life” in the presence of such a 
formality. 

* * * 

I don’t know how else to describe the feeling of not 
having any of my family with me at Julia’s service 
other than as "strange.” I felt deep sadness when I 
thought of them not with me. I felt sad that they missed 
out on meeting their granddaughter and niece. I felt 
sad that they were not able to be present to support 
me and my family during this difficult time. I felt sad 
about their apparent message to me that I should 
have kept things quiet rather than make such a big 
deal out of things. I felt sad that this was the message 
I had received all my life (as one of 12); to be quiet and 
don’t make a big thing out of my life. I realized, how¬

ever, that I needed to focus my attention on my life, the 
life and death before me, and the presence of my hus¬ 
band, children, extended family, and friends. 

* * * 

I felt the real energy, caring, and honoring of one 
another in the room. Julia’s appearance, while bruised 
and blotted, was pure, angelic-like. Julia was here. 
She did exist and live. She personally touched me and 
so many others. I know Julia will always continue to 
touch our lives. 

Kevin was so free to be himself! I think his ability to 
just be who he was gave all of us the opportunity to 
really be our true selves. 

* * * 

The moment I dreaded came - saying good-bye to 
my little girl. My fear coming into this night was that I 
would never be able to close the casket. After this 
night, I would never see her again. Once everyone left 
the room, the four of us were alone and physically 
together for the final time. Earlier, I had wondered if I 
was going to need to pick her up and hold her one last 
time. As I gazed down at my little girl, I could fell the 
life in her death. Like never before, she was so alive 
in me! 

At that moment, I realized I didn’t need to cling to 
her. The memory of her precious face and life would 
forever be in my heart. It was okay now to close the 
casket. It was okay now to leave because I knew I was 
leaving with her in my heart, forever united in our liv¬ 
ing, even in death.

Agawam’s deputy 
superintendent of 

schools to retire

As Donald Charest, Agawam's deputy superinten¬ 
dent of schools, embarks on his last year in the 
Agawam School System; he said its almost like a bit¬ 
ter-sweetness" to retire from his position. 

“You work by design in order to survive and then 
eventually you sit back and smell the roses and have 
good health,” Charest said. 

One of his main goals in his final year is to work 
closely with Mary Czajkowski, who will be the new 
superintendent in September 2002. 

“I am teaching her as much as I can in areas of 
business and the budget," Charest said. "I want to 
keep the school system in good financial position." 
Charest said his responsibilities for the last 19 years 
as Agawam's deputy superintendent are primarily 
business and personnel. 

In addition to the business aspect, Charest also for¬ 
mulates the annual school budget, maintains pur¬ 
chasing, transportation and food services in the 
Agawam School System, and is a truant officer for the 
school system. 

“I often go to the juvenile court and work with 
younger students who acquire many absences,” 
Charest said. “I am also involved with the decision 
making when it is time to cancel school if it snows." 

Charest is also a part-time instructor at Springfield 
Technical Community College (STCC), where he 
teaches market and management resources. 

When he retires in June, Charest plans to continue 
to teach part-time at STCC, however, he said he might 
convert to teaching in the morning. In addition to 
teaching, Charest said he might become an interim 
superintendent of schools at some other location 
when he retires. 

Charest explained that an interim superintendent 
usually fills in for about one to two months during the

replacement period and he said one of his duties 
would be signing payroll. 

“I am very interested in the possibility,” Charest 
said. “I am certified as a superintendent, a superin¬ 
tendent official, and a school business official through 
course work and on the job training." 

Charest went on to say that his professional back¬ 
ground includes working in Granby (MA) as the assis¬ 
tant superintendent in the early 1970’s, served as the 
assistant superintendent in Northampton, and in 
1989, he was selected as president of the 
Massachusetts Association School of Business 
Offices (MASBO). 

“Prior to holding the position of assistant superin¬ 
tendent for Granby, I took a three-year hiatus and sold 
computers," Charest said. 


In the early 1980’s Charest started in Agawam as 
both the business manager and assistant superinten¬ 
dent. 

“Three years ago, I was selected as deputy super¬ 
intendent of Agawam," Charest said. I am currently 
the only deputy in a town school system." 

When Charest is not working to serve the Agawam 
School System, he said he likes golfing, reading and 
woodworking. 

When Charest retires he said he will also be renew¬ 
ing his position as a registered school business 
administrator (RSBA), a position he has held for the 
last five years. 

“I believe the RSBA status distinguishes a person

to a certain degree." Charest said. Charest has met 
the qualifications of the Association of School 
Business Officials (ASBO) based on his strict educa¬ 
tional background, in order to serve as a RSBA. 

His education background includes an associate’s 
degree in business from Northampton College, a 
bachelor's degree in personnel management from 
American International College, a master’s degree in 
Education from Westfield State College, as well as 
advanced course work at the University of 
Massachusetts, concerning business and education. 

“I was born and raised in Agawam," Charest said. “I 
have never lived anywhere else. I am happily married 
for 35 years this November!” Charest said. “I have two 
children - my son, David, lives in Boston and my 
daughter, Donna, lives with her husband and their two 
children in Agawam." 

Charest has lived on Charest Lane in Agawam for 
10 years; a street he said was named after his father, 
who was a former selectman and a very well known 
person in the town. 

“I tried to follow in his footsteps,” Charest said. 

Charest said one of the best aspects to serving as 
Agawam’s deputy superintendent is the people he 
works with. 

“The other aspect is that one phone call can 
change your entire day," Charest said. “Everything is 
exciting about working in education.” 

Charest will be 57 years-old when he retires in 
June. In closing the interview, Charest commented on 
our nation’s “horrific” turn of events. 

“It took the breath right out of me and I have been 
riveted to the television for developments,” Charest 
concluded. “I'm sad that we have to live through see¬ 
ing such tragic loss."

“•Collaborative 
Program” opens for 

students with autism

A newly-built, 6,000 square-foot facility running 
from a wing of James Clark School, has opened and 
can accommodate up to 12 autistic students. 

Richard G. Labrie, executive director of the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Educational Collaborative, guided 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen, School Committee Vice- 
Chairwoman Roberta Doering, Superintendent of 
Schools Frank Ameruoso, Deputy Superintendent 
Donald Charest, Assistant Superintendent Mary 
Czajkowski, School Committee Secretary Susan 
Pettazzoni, and Clark School Principal Sandra 
Howard through the new facility. 

The Lower Pioneer Valley Educational 
Collaborative has paid for the construction of the facil¬ 
ity and will run the program, called “COPA” - 
Collaborative Program for Early Elementary Students 
with Autism. It is the only one of its kind in Western 
Massachusetts and was based on a University of 
North Carolina model for teaching autistic children, 
emphasizing the development of unique teaching pro¬ 
grams according to each student’s skills, needs, and 
interests. 

Tuition per student will be about $32,000. Other 
school districts sending students here pay the tuition 
fee. Ameruoso pointed out that this fee is “very rea¬ 
sonable," compared with per-pupil costs out of district 
for similar programs (which can be more than 
$100,000 per pupil). The program is geared for stu¬ 
dents between the ages of four and nine. 

The wing of Clark School which houses the 
Collaborative Program for Early Elementary Students 
with Autism is made of modular rooms which include 
two classrooms, a therapy room, a conference room, 
and office space. 

A kitchen and bedroom provide places where stu¬ 
dents can learn daily living skills. COPA is based on 
the Structured Teaching model developed at Division 
TEACCH (Treatment and Education of Autistic and

l was standing in the hallway when a teacher said 
to me, “Did you hear? A plane just crashed into the 
World Trade Center! I stood there incredulously. As 
the day progressed, and the reality finally sunk in, I felt 
hollow. 

I felt sick. How could this have happened? Who? 
Why? When i got home and turned on the television, 
the numbing pictures were starkly beamed across the 
screen. The unthinkable had happend. My country had 
been invaded! Innocent people had lost their lives, 
thousands and thousands of families had been affect¬ 
ed; our country, as we had known it, had been irrevo¬ 
cably changed. I saw unspeakable horror and incredi¬ 
ble courage. 1 saw poignant pictures that will continue 
to haunt me. 

I taught a class that evening; I had to, yet it was just 
as well, since I required some sanity thrown into an 
otherwise insane day. The students arrived and 
together we formed a circle, joining in prayer while 
holding hands...a sense of community...we were 
bound together in thought and in caring. Then, as one, 
we looked up, and voiced, “God bless America.” The 
moment was sobering. We needed it. 

In the morning, after a restless night, we affixed a 
flag to the outside of our home. As I drove to school, I 
saw many homes displaying the red, white, and blue. 
Listening to the radio, I learned that people were com¬ 
ing out in record numbers to aid the sick, to heal the 
emotionally distraught, to give blood, and to just give 
a hand wherever it was needed. Overnight, national¬ 
ism had swelled! When I arrived at school and heard 
the Pledge of Allegiance, it truly took on increased 
meaning - "One nation under God, indivisible, with lib-

We will not let ourselves be divided. We will be res¬ 
olute, determined to reaffirm our patriotism, ferret out 
our foes, and work to strenthen our country and our 
spirits. In this terrible time of need, our country has 
joined together and become more firmly united. 
Happenings that may have seemed so important yes¬ 
terday have now paled and become trivial. 

Once in my office, a few students sought me out. 
Some were worried about brothers who were in the 
armed forces; some were just concerned in general. 
Most kept saying how it seemed so surreal. Many felt 
as if they were watching a movie. One asked me why 
we were having school. I explained that it was impor¬ 
tant to continue to do our daily tasks, to have a sem¬ 
blance of order in our lives. 

To do otherwise, would be to let the terrorists win. 
The perpetrators wish for our confusion; instead, we 
will give them conviction. They wish for our despair; 
instead, we will give them hope. They wish for us to 
become weak; instead we will show them our 
strength. From this tragedy, it will be apparent that we 
are a resilient people. 

At home, many people called to see how my 
youngest son was. He works in the Washington, D.C. 
area. They reached out; they cared. Together, this 
tragedy has made us all ponder the fragility of life, and 


the importance of family and friends. 

I called my friends; I checked in with those who had 
family in New York City. I needed to hear my children’s 
voices. I wanted to reach out across the miles and hug 
them. Instead, I did this hugging over the phone. As I 
talked to my two eldest sons, we shared feelings and 
when we ended our conversation, I said simply, “I love 
you.” They responded in kind. 

Soon, I reached my youngest son in the D.C. area. 
He had e-mailed me earlier in the day and had told me 
how a sister of one of his friends had died crashing 
into the World Trade Center. Clearly, he was shaken. 
He had been personally touched. I have always said, 
"I love you” to him when our calls were nearing com¬ 
pletion, yet he had never echoed those words to me at 
the end of a conversation. Now, when I said, “I love 
you,” and was set to replace the receiver, I heard in my 
ear, "I love you, too, Mom." 

My heart is aching for all those families who have 
been so horribly touched by this terrible, heinous 
tragedy. My prayers and thoughts are with them. Now 
is the time that we must all search within ourselves 
and recommit outselves to our family, our friends, and 
our country. By caring for each other, by reaching out 
with love and good deeds, by being resolute, we will 
conquer the evil that has befallen us. May God bless 
America.

gets top ranking

For so many years, Agawam High field hockey has 
been a second-tier team, always looking up at the 
area’s traditional powers. Now they have become a 
steel door; at this writing, the Brownies are 5-0 and, 
for the first time ever, are ranked number one in 
Western Mass, in the “Fab Five” poll. Their latest win 
came over North Division power Mahar, 3-2, Monday 
afternoon at Harmon Smith Field. 

But the defining moment came last Wednesday 
(September 12th) evening against perennial foe and 
always Western Mass, powerhouse, Southwick- 
Tolland. 

Agawam’s 2-1 win under surreal conditions was the 
confidence builder.

The lights came back on and so did Agawam. With 
15:50 to go, senior Katie Dubay scored from the left 
point on an assist from junior Nicky Gutowski to make 
it 1-0, Brownies. 

Southwick wasn’t going to go belly-up. Their tradi¬ 
tion of field hockey would never allow that. They 
attacked. And despite Agawam’s defense, so pumped 
up and led by junior Sherri Laskowski and Eric Porth, 
couldn’t stop them. 

The Rams tied it with 9:50 left on a goal by Kari 
Barnowski. Agawam could have folded its tents right 
then and settled for the tie. But this new team wasn’t 
going to go for that. 

Agawam had two right corners. Both failed. 

With 5:56 left, the Brownies went into the Rams’ 
crease. 

Southwick keeper Erica Brown got real confused. 
Agawam midfielder Danielle Bosari and Sarah Rittner 
didn’t. Brown was on the far side. Bosari had the 
Holland Tunnel in front of her. Off Rittner’s assist, she 
drove the ball home for what would be the winning 
score. 

Southwick came back. But Agawam wanted this 
game so much, they overwhelmed the Rams. Keeper 
Alyssa Goodrow made a great save to end it. It was a 
fine note to an outstanding Brownie win, and the team 
celebrated its first win ever over the Rams.

Hips first... 

Golfers tend to be so eager to get their shoulders 
turning on the downswing that they throw them open 
and either slice the ball or pull-hook it. 

You will hit the ball much straighter if you wait until 
the hips make the shoulders turn. When the down¬ 
swing begins, the hips should clear (or move counter¬ 
clockwise) to allow the body to swing through. The 
shoulders shouldn’t really turn at all. 

In the best downswing, the hips turn first and then 
lead the shoulders to turn naturally as the ball is 
struck. 

Note that as your shoulders turn, your head will 
come up; do not try to keep it tucked down at this 
point.
